In closing arguments Tuesday at the trial of 
Rod Blagojevich, the former governor was 
portrayed by his lawyer as someone with “ab- 


solutely horrible judgment in people,” a victim 
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misled and preyed on by top advisers and scalp- ij 


hunting federal agents. 


Buta federal prosecutor cast Blagojevichasa | 


seasoned lawyer and politician trying to blame 
others for hanging him out to dry as “somehow 
the accidentally corrupt governor.” 

“We are all responsible for our own actions,” 
said Assistant US. Atty. Reid Schar, his voice 
sometimes quaking with anger as he stood 
close to the jury box as he asked for Blagojev- 
ich’s conviction in pay-to-play politics and a 
bid to auction off a US. Senate seat. 

A short time before, Blagojevich’s lawyer, 
Sam Adam Jr., dismissed the prosecution case 
as almost laughable, mocking its witnesses. 

“I’m not trying to belittle this—much,” said 
Adam, whose argument was interrupted at 
least 30 times by objections from the prosecu- 
tion. “But these are the feds, and this is what 
they bring you? Come on!” 

Jurors are expected to begin their delibera- 
tions Wednesday after they are instructed on 
the law by US. District Judge James Zagel, 
who has presided over the trial, the second of 
a former Illinois governor in four years. Blago- 
jevich’s brother, Robert, who ran the Friends 
of Blagojevich campaign fund in the waning 
months of 2008, also is on trial. 

In the second day of closing arguments, the 
two lawyers described Blagojevich in terms 
both starkly different and opposite from nor- 
mal expectations. It was Adam who often 
seemed to ‘diss his own client, while Schar 
found himself praising the former governor’s 
skills. 

Adam found Blagojevich “insecure,” “silly,” 
and “not the sharpest knife in the drawer.” 
Schar said Blagojevich was a “practiced com- 
municator,” good enough to be twice elected 
governor of the nation’s fifth largest state and 
skilled at the art of pitching his desires without 


being overtly blatant. 

All those wiretapped conversations in which 
Blagojevich mulled over different names and 
strategies for picking a new US. senator were 
just so much jabbering by an undisciplined man 
who thinks out loud, Adam contended. But 
Schar portrayed Blagojevich as the ultimate

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boss of his administration who possessed the 
responsibility to use his power fairly and wisely.

Fewer than 
three weeks into the shoot, the crew already 
has filmed car chases on LaSalle Street, fire- 
balls on Michigan Avenue and gunfire-heavy 
battle scenes on Wacker Drive.

“T’m loving this,” said bicycle messenger 
Paris Caradine, who was trying to figure a 
way around a “Transformers 3” war zone last 
week. “I know all the nooks and crannies.

And movie producers pick up the costs of 
extra police, fire and clean-up crews, and they 
reimburse businesses that experience disrup- 
tion. 

Chicagoans might like to think the produc- 
ers of the movie were drawn to the city by its

But those local attributes only go so far. 
These days, movie producers expect poten- 
tial shooting locales to show them the money. 
And Illinois is among 45 jobs-hungry states 
tripping over each other to financially woo 
movies and TV shows. About half, including 
Illinois, offer tax credits, which cut produc- 
ers’ costs by tens of millions of dollars at the 
expense of state budgets. 

Betsy Steinberg, managing director of the 
Illinois Film Office, acknowledges the cold fi- 
nancial calculations that go into site selection 
and the increasingly cutthroat competition:

Paramount Pictures’ “Transformers 3,” 
which likely will spend at least $20 million 
during its six-week shoot, could qualify for a 
tax credit of at least $6 million, which it can 
use or sell, effectively cutting its local film- 
ing budget.

Bay enjoying 
cheers when

“Transformers 3” director Michael Bay and 
his production team began talking about 
Chicago as a potential location for the action 
sequel in late October/early November. They 
liked that it was new territory for Bay and had 
a “wide” structure. The tax incentives offered 
by the city didn’t hurt either, they said. 

A scout was sent to Chicago immediately, 
and by December, Bay and company were 
meeting with Mayor Daley. During the may- 
or’s visit to a Michigan Avenue shoot July 17, 
Bay reminded him of a past conversation the 
two had. 

“I told him, ‘Remember how I told you I 
was going to make your city beautiful? Well, I 
kind of lied,’” Bay said. “But it will look beau- 
tiful in the movie. It’s in the third act.” 

As busy as he is with the robots in disguise, 
Bay has taken notice of the spectators stand- 
ing behind barricades downtown. He said the 
large crowds have been the biggest surprise of 
the Chicago shoot and added that he enjoys 
hearing them cheer after an action-packed 
stunt. 

“T look at other movies, and there’s not 
that,” Bay said. “Maybe it’s the [“Itansform- 
ers’} franchise. It has a lot of fans and is kind 
of a big spectacle.”

‘Out of nowhere’ 


Victim recounts shooting near CTA bus turnaround on city’s South Side

From her hospital bed Tuesday, Porsche 
Sanders tearfully recalled the violent eve- 
ning that began with plans of dinner with 
girlfriends but left her with a shattered 
ankle and fears of going out again. 

Sanders, 20, was one of nine people in- 
jured Monday night at a South Side CTA 
bus turnaround in what police said appears 
to be a gang-related shooting. 

Had it not been for walking a friend to 
the bus terminus, Sanders said she wouldn’t 
even have been outside South Western Av- 
enue and 79th Street at 9:14 p.m., the exact 
time of the shooting. 

That warm summer night, she said, was 


supposed to be a gathering of friends at a 
restaurant, but when they arrived to the 
terminal to drop off a friend who was head- 
ing home early, the bullets started flying. 

“Tt was four of them,” she said. “And they 
just started shooting. They came out of no- 
where.” 

Hearing what she described as loud pop- 
ping noises, she immediately began search- 
ing for her younger sister, who had been 
out with her. After scanning the chaos, she 
felt numb when she spotted her 17-year-old 
sister on the ground. Thankfully, she said, 
her sister wasn’t hit. 

When Sanders’ father—who was in such 
a rush to see her that he didn’t grab his

shoes—arrived at the scene, Sanders was 
on a stretcher. Nearly 20 hours later, Har- 
old Sanders remained by her side as doc- 
tors took his daughter into surgery. 

“She’s in a lot of pain,” he said. “The bul- 
let separated her bones. It crushed them.” 

Police said Tuesday they are reviewing 
all video footage near the bus terminus, 
including that from a well-positioned Chi- 
cago police blue-light camera and local 
businesses. The victims range in age from 
16 to 31, and five of the nine victims are 
gang members, sources said. 

Sanders was the only female who was 
shot. As of late Tuesday, police said no one 
was in custody.

24/7 booze 


at airports 
gets initial 
approval

A plan to allow around-the-clock alcohol 
sales from pushcarts and restaurants at 
O’Hare and Midway will head to the City 
Council on Wednesday, after it cleared 
committees Tuesday. 

Several aldermen at a joint meeting of 
the Licensing and Aviation committees 
criticized the $1,000 price tag as too low 
for the privilege of selling beer and wine 
from pushcarts. 

“You have 24-7 capabilities and youre 
only charging a thousand dollars a year?” 
said Ald. Thomas Tunney (44th). “I just 
think we undervalue. And we’re notori- 
ous, in my opinion, liquor licenses in the 
city of Chicago are too cheap and too 
hard to get.” 

Only Ald. Robert Fioretti (2nd) voted 
against the plan. Fioretti challenged 
Aviation Commissioner Rosemarie An- 
dolino’s argument that the 24-hour-a- 
day carts selling beer and wine will help 
O’Hare offer passengers the amenities 
they expect at a world-class airport. 

“Is everybody drinking at all these air- 
ports? They had no figures for any of the 
airports around the country, and they had 
no figures around the world in terms of 
what’s open and how they sell alcohol at 
any of these,” Fioretti said. 

Only restaurants with liquor licenses 
at the airports could apply to operate 
pushcarts, which would be located only 
beyond the security checkpoints at pas- 
senger terminals. 

The proposal would allow 12 pushcarts 
at O’Hare and five at Midway. 

There are 32 restaurants with liquor 
licenses at O’Hare and 11 at Midway. An- 
dolino said the pushcart licenses would 
be rotated if more restaurants express 
interest than the allotted number of li- 
censes. 

The proposed ordinance also would 
allow those existing restaurants with li- 
quor licenses to stay open and sell liquor 
around the clock at the airports. 

Currently, restaurants at O’Hare and 
Midway are prohibited from selling liquor 
from 2 a.m.-7 a.m. Mondays through Sat- 
urdays, and from 3 a.m.-10 a.m. Sundays.

Cynics might brush off the signs popping up on nail salon windows: “We have no-chip mani- 
cures!” 

Understandably. In the harrowing history of nail polish, few women have managed to fish 
keys out of their purses without nicking one or more of their freshly coated nails. Even if color 
survives that plunge, a round of dish-washing quickly begins to erode the finish. And its value. 

But Creative Nail Design’s new Shellac Hybrid Nail Color manicure, which hit select nail 
salons in May (cnd.com), promises to withstand such trauma. Each layer is specially formulated 
and cured briefly under an ultraviolet lamp, rendering it impervious to environmental aggres- 
sors, says Jan Arnold, co-founder of the CND brand, which is sold to professionals only. 

It’s the latest in a new batch of long-wear manicure procedures being embraced by some sa- 
lons. Among the procedures are OPI’s Axxium Soak-Off Gel Lacquer System, with 34 shades 
(opi.com), and Minx (minxnails.com), which uses flexible film that is cut and stretched over 
nails, allowing for graphic prints. 


Advantages 


1. Shellac dries quickly and 
thoroughly. “When you pull 
your hand out of the lamp you 
can't dent it or ruin it,” Arnold 
promised. The technician ap- 
plies a base coat, color and 
top coat, with UV curing in 
between. Application takes 
about 30 minutes start to 


Drawbacks 


1. Removal is done at a salon. 


The technician applies wraps 
over each fingertip to con- 
centrate 99 percent acetone 
on the nail for 10 minutes. 
Then the technician scrapes 
away excess Shellac. “Trying 
to remove it yourself with 

nail varnish remover is not 
going to happen,” points out 
Leigh Toselli, author of “Pro 
Nail Care.” “Peeling the gel off 
will only damage the nails.” If 
you're desperate and can't get 
to the salon, beauty supply 
stores sell acetone. But DIY re- 
moval is not recommended. 


2. Daily conditioning is 
recommended. “We always 
recommend the use of a daily 
conditioning treatment, like 
our Solar Oil,” Arnold said. 


3. It costs more thana 
traditional manicure. Shellac 
requires two salon visits, and 
the company advises salons 
to charge a 50 percent to 

100 percent premium over 


finish. “It's instantly 

100 percent dry, which is sort 
of amazing,” Arnold said. And 
true. 


2. Itlasts two weeks. “It actu- 
ally can last longer than that,” 
Arnold said. “But after that you 
can see the nail growth.” Like 


a typical manicure. “The 
standard salon charges $16 
for a basic manicure,” Arnold 
said, citing Nails magazine, 
“so Shellac would be about 
$25. Other salons may charge 
$10 or $15 more.” Removal
